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Twe Reapportionment Plans On 
the Ballot

Metropolitan interests which want to dom- 
inate the State Legislature and do as they 
please, with the funds in the State treasury 
continue to shout about ‘-eonstitutional reap- 
portionment,’’ but they fight shy of admitting 
that ‘the voters of California have a constitu- 
tional right to change the constitution, even 
with reference to apportionment of representa- 
tion in the Legislature. 

That is just what is proposed in No. 28 on 
the November ballot, and which some metro- 
politan interests have the fairness to concede 
is best for all California. This amendment, the 
proposed ‘‘Federal plan,’’ would do with the 
Legislature of California just what the consti- 
tution of the United States does with Con- 
gress—place representation in the lower house 
wholly on the basis of population, and make 
representation in ‘the upper house on a unit 
basis. This amendment, bitterly fought in Los 
Angeles with the effort to drag all of South- 
ern California in behind it, is attracting splen- 
did support over California, and the campaign 
for it is to be active and energetic. Of the 
plans for forwarding it, the San Francisco 
Chronicle has this: 

Prepared for a state-wide campaign in 
the interest of Amendment 28, the Federal 
plan reapportionment measure, the campaign 
committee headed by Ralph P. Merritt of 
Fresno as chairman and Former Assembly- 
man Homer R. Spence of Alameda county 
as director, has begun its work. 

Headquarters for the committee, which 
is backed by the farm bureau organizations, 
the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
and others, have been established in the Fox- 
eroft building in this city. 

The Federal plan reapportionment meas- 
ure is a constitutional amendment setting up 
the Federal plan for state legislative repre- 
sentation. Under this amendment the make- 
up of the legislature would not be changed 
in regard to numbers, there being forty sen- 
ators and eighty assemblymen as att present. 
The only change made is in the senatorial 
districting, which would be done as in the 
federal constitution, on the basis of territor- 
ial instead of population representation.

The California Dairy Council is the title 
given to the organization conducting the fight 
for a 2¢ tax to be placed on the tens of ‘thous- 
ands of economizing California homes for each 
pound of oleomargarine used therein. 

The measure, providing for this tax, it will 
be recalled, was passed by the votes of the leg- 
islators from the 
by the Governor. 

That it was passed solely for the purpose 
of enriching the dairymen of the state at the 
expense of the consumers who have found in 
the use of oleomargarine an opportunity to 
save on household expenses was the general 
conclusion of those watching the legislature 
at the time. 

But the California Dairy Council tells us 
that .it was passed ‘“‘largely through the de- 
mands of the women of the state for protec- 
tion against deception and fraud.’’ ! 

How easily an organization engaged in a 
campaign of deception and fraud can charge 
deception and fraud against others. 

In the first place the women of the state 
know that they are neither deceived nor de- 
frauded when they buy their oleomargarine. 

In the second place, the women of the state 
have led no campaign for taxing ‘themselves

two cents a pound on the oleomargarine they 
use in their homes. 

The dairy council assures the publie fur- 
ther that the law ‘‘imposes no additional bur- 
den upon the taxpayer.’’ 

Such a statement is to be characterized by 
language more strongly than the use of the 
words ‘‘deception’’ and ‘‘fraud.’’ 

It is to be characterized by the shorter and 
more ugly word ‘‘lie.”’

Whole Wheat Biscuits 

2 cups whole wheat flour; 2 
teaspoons baking powder; 1 small 
egg; %4 teaspoon salt; 2 table 
spoons butter or lard; about °1 
cup milk. 

Sift together the flour, salt and 
baking powder; rub in the but- 
ter or lard and mix to a light 
dough with the egg and milk. 
Roll out on a floured board, cut 
into biscuits and bake about fif- 
teen minutes in a hot oven. 

Rye Biscuits 

2 cups rye flour; % teaspoon 
salt; 2 teaspoons baking powder; 
2 tablespoons butter; 1 small egg; 
about 1 cup milk. 

Sift together flour, sal#and bak- 
ing powder; rub in the butter and 
mix to a light dough with the egg, 
and milk. Roll out on a. floured 
board, cut into biscuits and bake 
about fifteen minutes in a_ hot 
oven. 

Potato Biscuits { 

2 good-sized potatoes; 3 cups | 
flour; 3 teaspoons baking powder; 
14 teaspoon salt; 4 cup butter or 
lard; 1 egg; about 1 -cup milk. 

Boil and mash the potatoes, 
having them free from lumps. Sift 
the flour, salt and baking powder; 
add the potatoes and rub in the 
butter or lard. Mix to a light 
dough with the egg and milk, roll 
out a little thinner than ordinary 
biscuit, and bake in a hot oven. 
Serve as soon as done. 

Maple Rolls 

1% cups flour; 1% Ssampodint 
baking powder; %% teaspoon salt; 
2 tablespoons butter; about % cup 
milk; scraped maple sugar. 

Sift together the flour, salt and 
baking powder; rub in the butter 
the same as for biscuit, and, when 
well mixed, add the milk, using 
enough to make a _ soft dough. 
Roll this out on a floured board, 
about one-third inch thick, spread 
thickly with the scraped maple 
sugar, roll up like a jelly roll and 
cut into slices with a very sharp 
knife. Lay these on a greased 
baking-pan and bake from twelve 
to fifteen minutes. 

Parker House Rolls 

2 cups flour; 2 teaspoons bak-| 
ing powder; 2 teaspoons sugar; 
44 teaspoon salt; 2 tablespoons 
butter; % cup milk. 

Roll to one-third inch in thick- 
cut with a round or oval 
cutter, and crease in the center 
with the handle of a_ caseknife 
fisrt dipped in flour. Brush one- 
half with melted butter and fold 
over. Put in a pan, one-half 
inch apart, and bake in a quick 
oven fifteen minutes. 

Cream Muffins 

1% cups flour; % teaspoon salt; 
1% teaspoons baking powder; 2 
eggs; ™% cup melted butter; % 
c thin cream. i 

Sift together the flour, salt and 
baking powder; add the yoiks of 
the eggs, melted butter and cream, 
and beat well. Last of all fold 
in the stiffly-beaten whites of the 
eggs and bake in greased muffin 
pans in a moderate oven about 
twenty minutes. 

Graham Gems 

8 cups Graham flour; % tea- 
spoon salt; 2 rounding tespoons 
baking powder; 2 eggs; 3 cups 
milk; 2 tablespoons melted but- 
ter. 

Sift together the flour, salt and 
baking powder; beat the exgs 
well and add them with the milk 
and butter to form a batter. Bake 
in hot, greased gem pans in a 
moderately hot oven about twenty 
minutes.
